The first woman to register in this 
county was Ellen F. Smith, aged 72, 
wife of D. Edson Smith of W est Sev­ 
enteenth street. 
She gave her occu­ 
pation as home-bufHer and her party 
as Socialist. 
When ^sked if she was 
proprietor or head of the house, she 
said that she was. 
The second to register was Miss 
Nellie E. Bacon, deputy sheriff in the 
office of Sheriff Ruddock, 
aged 25, 
Republican. 
The third woman was Mrs. 
Mar­ 
garet D. Taylor of 114 French street, 
aged 54, housekeeper, Socialist. 
The county clerk will immediately 
appoint deputies for the registration 
of women in the fifth supervisoral dis­ 
trict, preparatory to the “ dry” and i 
“ wet” election to be held there proba­ 
bly the last of November.

MAY BE LAST COACHING 
TOUR OF NOTE IN T H E U. S. 


W ASHINGTON, Oc t. 14.— As s oc ia te 
Jus tic e John Ma rs ha ll Ha rla n of the 
Supre me Fe de ra l Court die d ax. his 
hom* he re a t 8:1 5 this morning. 
H P death was caused by an acute 
attack of bronchitis that began with 
a cold last Monday. Owing 
to 
the 
Justice’s extreme age, 78 years, 
bu't 
slight hope was held out for his re­ 
covery, and members of his family 
were at his bedside when

came. He was 
constantly

through his illness by Misses Laura 
and Ruth Harlan, Interstate Commis­ 
sioner Jam es Harlan, Jr., and John 
M. Harlan of Chicago, his daughters 
and sons.

Judge Harlan was the dean of the 
Federal Supreme Court. 
W ith 
but 
one exception, his term on the Su­ 
preme benoh was the longest in the 
history of America, thirty-four years. 
He recently wron fame by 
opposing 
the reading of the w ord'“ reasonable” 
into the Sherman anti-trust law, hold­ 
ing out vigorously though ineffectual­ 
ly against the rest of the bench. 
His death will make it 
necessary 
for President Taft, to make his fifth 
appointment to the Supreme Court. 
This will make a majority on that 
tribunal of President Taft’s selection. 
As a result of the death of Justice 
Harlan the Supreme Court will not 
resume the hearing of the argument 
dissolving certain of the trusts until 
after the Harlan funeral. 
The 
Su­ 
preme Court will convene 
Monday 
and adjourn, out of respect to the 
late Justice. 
Chairman Clements of 
the Commerce Commision paid 
the 
following tribute to the jurist today. 
“ Justice -Harlan’s lang and conspic­ 
uous service in the Supreme Court 
was characterized by 
great 
ability 
and manifest sense of responsibility 
apd a high degree of integrity. 
He 
conspicuously demonstrated his abil­ 
ity while adhering to universally rec­ 
ognized principles oi law 
and

Fifteen automobiles and

De Kor flew a 
half mile southeast to the field where

In landing’ he must cut off 
his motor and come to a stop within 
166 feet of a designated spot.

The first flight lasted eighteen min­ 
utes, and in it De Kor went up 500 
feet, as shown by the barograph. He 
cut the five figure frights and came 
down neatly, and came to a stop with

after 
making three of the eights, De 
Kor 
had trouble with his motor and had 
to come down. 
A second time he had 
to come down. 
Then he went up and 
in a beautiful flight made his five fig­ 
ures, and came down perfectly. Twin­
